“The findings of the comm 
with respect to this officer 
that he had failed to grasp 
fundamental principles of penal 
administration. that he had in- 
tensified a militaristic control of 
the penitentiary service, that he 
has unreasonably curtailed the 
authority of the wardens and 
minimized the usefulness of the 
inspectors, and that he has fail- 
ed to confer with the wardens 
or inspectors or to obtain in- 
formation by adequate personal 
investigation, but that he has 
devoted his time to small matters 
of administrative detail. and that 
by his voluminous correspond- 
ence and multitude of circular 
letters, he has thrown the service 
into confusion 
“Regulations drafted by him. when 
he was inexperienced and new 
the service, were composed without 
consulting the wardens, suggestions 
being rebuffed, and the regulations 
put into effect.

Vancouver 
is “our” seaport, through which Alberta 
wheat collected at Edmonton moves to 
oversea markets, and through which im- 
ported goods from oversea reach Edmon- 
ton, to be distributed throughout central 
and northern Alberta. The volume of reci- 
procal trade must grow with the years, to 
the great benefit of both cities and the in- 
creasing importance of their commercial 
relationships: 

Socially also Edmonton people feel they 
have something akin to proprietary in- 
terest in Vancouver. Many thousands of 
its people are former residents of this city 
and district. Thousands from Edmonton 
and its tributary territory visit the coastal 
city each summer in the course of holiday 
rambles. The “Edmonton picnic” that is 
held every year in Stanley Park provides 
evidence on both counts. Bearing in mind 
that the time for holiday jaunts is again 
&t hand, multitudes of Edmontonians will 
speed the parting guests, when their stay 
here is ended, with the familiar, ‘‘We'll be 
Seeing you”. 


These Schools Are Needed 


Public school taxpayers of the city will 
vote tomorrow on a bylaw authorizing the 
school board to borrow and spend $310,000 
in building a permanent elementary 
school in Glenora and a new high school at 
the junction of 109th avenue and 127th 
Street. 

The trustees appear to be unanimous 
in saying the present Glenora school is a 
fire-trap. If this is true, it is all that need 
be said as to the need and the duty of re- 
placing it with a fireproof building. Ex- 
cept where small temporary buildings 
have been employed, Edmonton children 
elsewhere are housed in schools which 
represent the last word in safety. There 
is no reason why Glenora children should 
have to risk their lives to go to school. 

From the Westmount area 200 pupils 
now have to journey to the Normal School 
to get high school training, others to Vic- 
toria. This involves car fares and lunch 
money, which mount up to a formidable 
item in the family budget in the course of 
a year. The direct tendency of such an 
arrangement is to deprive children of 
poor parents of the chance to attend high 
school. If children of highschool age are 
not encouraged to go these 
days of crowded occupations, where are 
they likely to spend their time and what 
type of citizen are they likely to develop 
into? That is the important question in 
regard to this project. 

There is the added consideration that 
the population of the city is growing rap- 
idly. Schools are already overcrowded, 
and shifting pupils from one district to 
another is becoming more difficult, The 
only way to meet these expanding needs 
is by increasing school accommodation. 
Building these two schools would do that, 
at points where action could not be long 
delayed in any case.

The two propositions are entirely 
Separate. Both are good, and they have 
nothing to do with each other. 

The agitation for a revised tax sys- 
tem will go on, whether the schools are 
built or not. Perhaps it will be a little. 
livelier if another mill and a half is added 
to the tax rate for the cost of the schools. 
It could certainly gain no_ stimulus 
through the bylaw being rejected and the 
tax rate left as it is. 

The children in Glenora did not devise 
the present tax system. Neither did the 
high school pupils in the Westmount area. 
Neither did the parents of these children. 
Why penalize them because the: system 
has become obsolete? Why, for the mat- 
ter of that, subject them to inadequate 
and dangerous accommodation when by 
so doing there would be less incentive to 
get the obsolete system changed? 


More for the Money 


Tomorrow's bylaw offers the public 
school supporters of the city a chance to 
get more school building for the money 
spent than they ever got in the past. 


Instead of issuing long term deben- 
tures, the board proposes to finance these 
two schools by getting a loan from the 
bank. The loan would carry interest at 
4'5 per cent. It would be repayable in 
five annual instalments, covering interest 
and principal. In five years the loan 
would be paid, and the buildings practic- 
ally new. 

Allowing for interest, 90 cents out of 
each dollar spent would go into the build- 
ings. Under the debenture system less 
than 50 per cent of the money paid out 
went into buildings. We are paying for 
the debenture-built buildings twice or 
more than twice. We would pay for the 
new buildings one and one-ninth times. 
The two new schools can be built for the 
cost of one under the debenture method 
of financing and long term paying—even 
if the debenture interest rate were no 
higher. 


Of course annual payments on a five 
year loan are higher than annual pay- 
ments on a twenty year loan, the interest 
being the same. Otherwise there would 
be no twenty year loans contracted. But 
there is the advantage that the debt is 
paid in a quarter of the time, the pay- 
ments stop, and the added mills are drop- 
ped from the tax rate. Had the city done 
all but its utility-financing on a five year 
basis, its debt now would not be large 
enough to worry anybody. 

The new bylaw would add 1.5 mills to 
the tax rate, or 15 cents per $100 of the 
assessed value of property. For five years 
only, At the end of that time we would 
have the public and high school needs of 
that section of the city taken care of for 
a generation—at a total cost to the tax- 
payer of 75 cents per $100 of his assess- 
ment.

In yesterday's article I discussed the atomic 
type of constipation, telling you that this term 
had been adopted as a convenient way of de- 
scribing a certain kind of colon, and outlining 
some of the treatments which may be used in 
helping the patient to reach that stage where his 
troubles with constipation are usually over. 


In the second type of constipation, or the 
spastic type, the X-ray examination may disclose 
that the intestine is narrowed in one or more 
places, becoming the size of a pencil because of 
the muscular fibres having tightened up by con- 
traction. 

The continued tension due to this tightening 
action is likely to bring on fatigue and in such 
cases, soothing measures are in order; first be- 
cause the colon is likely to be over-irritable and 
second, because of this fatigue factor. 

Usually the patient is of the highly-strung, 
nervous type. There may be very little muscu- 
lar strength and the patient will often be found 
to be carrying considerable responsibility to 
which hé responds by persistent tension, 

I find the best plan is to give the digestive 
ract something of a rest by a fruit juice fast, 
during which time the enema must be used 
daily. A fast of four to five days is about the 
right length. After the fast the patient is ready 
to start on a well-balanced diet. At first, cooked 
vegetables may seem to cause trouble and it is 
then advisable to use them in the pureed form 
for several days so that the colon will be work- 
ing on a smooth, soft bulk, 

Raw vegetables containing a great deal of 
fibre, also fruits, are usually irritating and 
should be omitted for a time. The main thing 
to keep in mind is to give the tired intestine a 
good chance to rest up by keeping irritating 
materials away from it. 

Heat, applied over the abdomen is generally 
beneficial and when intelligently applied, will 
often give these patients their first feeling of 
relief. As tenderness subsides, manipulative 
treatments over the abdomen may be of value 
in helping the colon back to normal. General 
body massage is welcomed by the patient on 
account of its soothing, relaxing effect. When 
such massage is carefully given, the nervous 
patient may feel for the first time that his tensed 
nerves are being quieted down. Often this sen- 
sation is so marked that the patient wll say he 
feels as though “all the nerves were letting go.” 

When the colon will not respond without 
them, lubricating agents are in order and are 
widely used by physicians who are seeking to 
help these patients get well. Adequate rest is 
a necessity in these spastic cases as over-fatigue 
or lack of relief from tension may bring back the 
constipation. After these measures have been 
used a retest of the colon will often show that 
the treatment I have described has been success- 
ful in bringing the colon back to normal. The 
narrowness will have disappeared and the entire 
colon will seem to be doing its work better. The 
patient may have experienced so much misery 
that he believes such improvement is impossible, 
but I have seen it occur many times, and the 
X-ray has shown definitely just how much the 
patient has benefitted.

Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—Mr. A. E. S. writes: “If all of 
the upper teeth have been pulled and have not 
been replaced, will this cause a change in the 
contour of the face, in the way of the cheeks 
sinking in?” 

ANSWER: The extraction of all the upper 
teeth may bring about a sinking in effect of the 
cheeks. I suggest that the patient consult a den- 
tist and secure advice about replacing the teeth 
which have been lost with artificial ones. 

QUESTION—Mres. B. L. O. writes: “What is a 
harelip? Is it inherited? Can it be corrected?” 

ANSWER: A harelip is a congenital deform- 
ity, and is due to the fact that certain parts of 
the face have not grown together properly dur- 
ing the period before birth. As a general rule, 
such defects must be remedied by means of an 
operation, and I advise that the operation be per- 
formed as early as possible as the younger the 
child, the better the results. No known cause 
has as yet been discovered. ‘There is some 
reason to believe that heredity plays a small part 
in the development of such defects. However, 
this has not been adequately proved or dis- 
proved, 

QUESTION—Sally asks: “What is the differ- 
ence between arthritis, neuritis, and rheumat- 
‘sm?” 

ANSWER: Arthritis affects the joints, caus- 
ing pain and joint changes; neuritis affects the 
nerves, causing pain; and rheumatism affects the 
muscles, producing stiffness and soreness.

Toronto Speaker Makes 
Plea For League Of | 


Nations 


Unless the ideal of the League 
of Nations is revived Canada can- 
not survive and the Commonwealth 
of British Nations, within the next 
20 years, will have ceased to exist, 
was the prediction made by Cap- 
tain Elmore Philpott, Toronto, vice- 
president of the League of Nations 
Society, when addressing members 
of the Edmonton branch of the 
society at its annual meeting held 
in the Talmud Torah Hall Monday 
evening. 

He said there was no hope of a 
permanent world peace while Great 
Britain held large blocks of unde- 
veloped lands while other nations 
were striving for population outlets 
and natural resources for the devel- 
opment of their internal industries, 

He considered that the founda- 
tion of a lasting world peace would 
be the establishing of equal rights 
for all nations to develop known 
resources and also equal rights to 


the markets available in those 
lands 
REAL WAR THREAT | 
Captain Philpott said there was 


a real threat of war at present and 
it was idle to think that Canada can 
escape being drawn into the next 
world war, “It is childish to think 


that Canada as a nation can sit 
by and sell the warring nations 
commodities to pursue that war,” 
he said 

“Eventually. as was the case of 
United States in the last war, the 


Dominion would have to go to war, 
possibly to defend herself from the 
aggression of dictator nations.”

Opening his address Capt Phil- | 
pott said he was impressed by the 
superficial lack of interest in war 
displayed in Canada. Unimportant 
matters, he said, occupied the at- 
tention of the people, while they 
might at any hour be engulfed. 

He traced history from the early 
times, and told his audience that 
at last nations were ashamed of 
war as such, and now made ex- 
cuses for aggression against nations. 
War as a human institution no 
longer existed, and this, he contin- 
ued. was a great step forward.

Most golfers seem to recognize 
the need for body balance in- 


everything but golf. When it comes 
to swinging a club, the individual 
twists and bobs himself around 
much as though the positions and 
movements of his body didn't mean 
a thing. 

Ask him about his balance and 
he'll throw you the most surprised 
look. He might even be offended

your question, 
of hinting that he might not be in| 


balance! He feels that he is in 
almost perfect balance most of the 
time, 


Of course, he never has studied | 


movies of himself in action, but 
he feels that his balance is pretty 
good, so why bother to make a 
more accurate check? The fact 
that he is never sure about the time 
or way he should start his back- 
swing is proof enough that there 
is something faulty about his bal- 


ance 


When you are in good balance 
you need make no special effort 
to start your backswing, it will 


start almost automatically, By body 
balance I mean the even distribu- 
tion of weight between the ball and 
foot, what some

Such a balance finds your mid- 
section relaxed and ready to aid 


your arms and hands in any imove- 
ments they make 

The next time you stand up to

Many Great Chinese Cit- 
ies Seen in Onslaught of 
Japanese Arms.

NEW YORK, June 14.— 
The Japanese army and navy 
last week brought new areas 
in 12 of China's 24 provinces 
under their control and 
fought their way into posi- 
tions from which they can 
dominate the lives of an esti- 
mated 200,000,000 Chinese. 

China's decision to abandon the 
western half of her vital Lung- 
Hai railway defense line, follow- 
ing the Japanese capture of Kai- 
feng, was the big news of the 
week, 


It was admitted the decision may 
mean an eventual evacuatior rt 
Wu-Han e@rea—the cities of Han- 
kow, Wuchand Hanyang and their 
environs — and there were indica- 
tions it may mean a breek in Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang’s all-China ant 
Japanese front—composed of 
Nationalist (Kuomintang) party, the 
former Communist party. the grour
